The p ill u ser is also relativ ely 
safe from detection by law en­ 
forcers u nless the officer is well-

comp any ing chart).

Generally , those who u se p ills

As it tu rns ou t, Bobby Ken­ 
nedy’s poor showing in the New 
Hampshire primary election su r­ 
prised a lot of people, inclu ding 
Bobby Kennedy. 


Why anybody was su rprised, 
we do not really u nderstand. Bu t 
the theory seems to be that for 
a fellow lik e Kennedy, who is 
repu ted to be extrem ely popu ­ 
lar, one per cent of the vote 
does not appear a particu larly 
hearty endorsement. 


Well, we can explain this m a t­ 
ter rather easily, to wit: 


There was no Kennedy entry 
on the New' Hampshire ballot. 
Consequ ently, the only votes for 
Kennedy 
were 
write-ins. 
And 
there is a natu ral hu m an re­ 
sistance to writing in the nam e 
becau se it is so hard to tell 
which Kennedy you will get. 
That also explains in part why 
Rock efeller s write-in vote was 
only a m eager 10 per cent. New 
York voters will tell you how 
dangerou s 
this 
whole write-in 
bu siness can be, having been 
bu rned three times in a row 
when they thou ght they were 
voting for Bobo. 
A write-in vote for Rock efel­ 
ler also faces another obstacle 
in the mind of the m atu re voter. 
A citizen over 45 years of age 
can rem em ber the days when 
no Rock efeller wou ld dare ru n 
for pu blic office, and anybody 
who even su ggested it wou ld 
have to leave town on the first 
thing smok ing. 
So. as we said, a write-in vote 
indicates nothing—neither abou t 
the candidates’ popu larity, nor 
party u nity, nor the state of the 
voter's mind. 
The best you can say for the 
write-in is 
that it gives 
poll- 
tak ers 
and 
political 
analysts 
something to think abou t while 
they talk . The worst you can 
say for the write-in is that it 
doesn't do what the voter wants 
done. 


And it is qu ite encou raging to 
see that some enlightened elec­ 
tion boards have com e to the 
sam e conclu sion. In the Wiscon­ 
sin prim ary this year, for ex­ 
ample, 
voting 
m achines 
will 
have no space for write-ins. 
Instead, at the bottom of the 
list of candidates there will be 
a last lever mark ed, “None of 
the Above.” 


Now that, it seems to u s, is a 
m ajor break throu gh — not only 
in politics, bu t possibly in the 
whole'cu ltu re. 


To ou r k nowledge, this is the 
first time a voter will have the 
opportu nity to vote against ev­ 
erybody withou t throwing 
his 
vote away on a write-in or other 
hopeless protest candidate. 


F or the first time, the voice 
cf the people will be able to reg­ 
ister 
disapproval 
in 
the polls 
withou t registering approval of 
something 
else. For 
the 
first 
time, a statistical sample will be 
able to say No’” withou t having 
to say “ no opinion.” 


We can foresee brilliant pros­ 
pects for an option called “ None 
of the Above” in a society where 
the greatest good u su ally tu rns 
ou t to be only the lesser of two 
evils. 


We can see it employed with 
wonderfu l resu lts in m ark eting 
su rveys, 
viewer 
preferences, 
beau ty contests, and — once and 
fcr all — political polls. 


Ou r hu nch is that a lot of peo­ 
ple say ‘Undecided” only be­ 
cau se they can t say “ None of 
the Above.” 


N atu rally w e’d also lik e to see 
it listed on the presidential elec­ 
tion ballot next November. 
Bu t somehow, we feel, it’s not 
going to work ou t that way. Lyn­ 
don Johnson wou ld never stand 
for it. And neither wou ld Rich­ 
ard Nixon. Nor Nelson Rock e­ 
feller. 
Nor Bobby Kennedy. 
(Newspa per Enterprise A ssn.) 


tions. and in every way attempt 
to gam Negro members in u nion 
rank s. 
Bu t both government people and 
Rights work ers are accu stomed 
to the wide difference between 
what labor says and w-hat labor 
does abou t racial discrimination. 
The pledge has been met largely 
with a wait-and-see attitu de. 


“Any statement lik e that is en­ 
cou raging,” said Dr. J. A. M. 
Morsell. assistant to NAACP Di­ 
rector Wilk ins, “ bu t we’ve heard 
things lik e this before. It will be 
well and good if something is 
done bu t. meanwhile, we’re not 
relaxing any of ou r work one bit.” 


Herb Hill, NAACP's most bitter 
critic of labor racial practices, 
u sed stronger langu age, calling 
the u nion pledge a “ pu blic rela­ 
tions cover” by u nions so they 
might “ continu e their widespread 
anti-Negro practices. Even gov­ 
ernment men indicated privately 
that stronger enforcement meas­ 
u res wou ld probably be needed if 
the u nion locals respond to this 
pledge with the indiference they 
have to similar pronou ncements 
in the past. 


Expu lsion 
of 
a 
u nion 
local, 
u nion critics point ou t. has never 
been u sed to enforce the nondis- 
criminatorv policies. Locals have 
been expelled in the past for com­ 
mu nism and corru ption, bu t not 
discrimination. 


In answer, AFL-CIO president 
George Meany says, “Corru ption 
begins at the top. Discrimination 
is opposed at the top. bu t carried 
ou t below. Do we cu re this dis­ 
ease 
by 
expelling 
the 
parent 
u nion, 
whose 
leaders—and 
the 
majority of whose members—are 
on the side of equ al opportu nity?” 


Bu t 
other 
u nion 
measu res 
cou ld also be brou ght to bear on 
discrim inatory locals, the critics 
insist, and have been conspicu ­ 
ou s in their absence. 


" In the cases of discrimina­ 
tion that reach the cou rts,” says 
NAACP’s Hill, “ u nions cou ld at 
least indicate their su pport of 
ending su ch practices, let alone 
m arshaling their vast legal ma- 
cninery to assu re ju stice in the 
case. 


“ Bu t they actu ally defend dis­ 
crim inatory u nions,” he insists. 
“ I tell you , the day George M ea­ 
ny and the AFL-CIO files an 
amicu s cu riae against one of its 
affiliates, 
I 
will change 
my 
tu ne.” 


“ Amicu s 
cu riae” 
(friend of 
the cou rt) is a legal procedu re 
whereby someone not directly 
connected with a case can file 
a statem ent of position for or 
against the plaintiff. 


There are a few’ bright spots 
in 
the 
u nion-Negro 
stru ggle. 
Even Hill concedes that some 
u nion internationals rate good 
m ark s, su ch as the United Au to 
Work ers, 
the 
Pack inghou se 
Work ers, the State, Cou nty and 
Mu nicipal 
Work ers, 
and 
the 
American Federation of Teach­ 
ers, which expelled some sou th­ 
ern locals that insisted on seg­ 
regation. 
One u nion. New York District 
65 of 
Retail 
Wholesale 
Ware­ 
hou se Department Store Work ­ 
ers, actu ally went on strik e in 
1964 to eliminate discriminatory 


practices against Negroes and 
Pu erto Ricans. 


Rays of hope are also visfbla 
in the work of Work ers 
D efenst 
Leagu e and Urban Leag ue, in 
preparing Negro ghetto 
y o uths 
for the tou gh and often trick y 
sk illed crafts. 


“Apprenticeships, 
of 
cou rse,” 
says Ernie Green, head 
o f the 
Work ers Defense Leag ue which 
is work ing to get Negro 
y o uths 
into u nion apprenticeship 
pro ­ 
gram s, “ mak e u p only a small 
nu m ber of jobs in comparison 
to 
the total pictu re. The big ques­ 
tion on the horizon is 
whether 
there’s going to be any 
chang e 
in the statu s of the Neg ro jo ur­ 
neym an.” 
Model Cities legislation, 
with 
its requ irem ent that u rban face­ 
lifting m u st be done by a wo rk 
force from within the area 
be­ 
ing rebu ilt, shou ld represent a 
break throu gh into the bu ilding 
crafts for Negro you ths 
in the 
inner city ghettos. 
Bu t the real onu s on ending 
u nion discrimination rests on the 
rank and file of the local u n­ 
ions. who m u st decide between 
racial separation and discord, 
or an integrated work force. 
Meanwhile, the 
practice 
of 
discrimination hangs on. in chill­ 
ing situ ations and in chilling lo­ 
cales, despite some small prog­ 
ress. 
In one m ajor city, a large 
co n­ 
stru ction project is planned fo r 
this 
su m m er right next 
to 
a 
ghetto 
area 
where 
u nemploy­ 
m ent is among the 
hig hest in 
the cou ntry and u nion integ ra­ 
tion has defied even an 
a g ree­ 
ment with the F air Em plo y ment 
Practices Commission.

will be shipped 
in from o utside 
sou rces to do the work , a fact 
that won’t go u nnoticed

Harbor’s 
attack 
reached there. 


America’s 
v ast 
armad a 
of 
bombing 
planes 
impatiently 
waited for ord ers to fly ou t and 
d ev astate the Japanese fleet 
bu t no ord ers ev er came! 
So the nex t night 5 7 Japan­ 
ese bombers su d d enly swooped 
ov er 
Cark Field , 
completely 
d estroy ing ou r great armad a of 
fighter planes and bombers! 
Many bu d d ies lay k illed or 
wou nd ed all arou nd him. Those 
still aliv e head ed for Bataan. 
“Destiny ” Whitcomb, now with­ 
ou t a plane, became a commu ­ 
nications officer, often spend ing 
24 hou rs on the job.

York Harbor in 1943, I lie FBI 
took him into cu stod y , not ev en 
letting him notify his mother 
that he was still aliv e, for they

to 
learn he had elu d ed them, les 
it interfere with fu rther prison­ 
er ex changes. 


Before the end of the war, 
he was back on bombing mis­ 
sions ov er Formosa, then a J a ­ 
panese stronghold .
